l¥ence, as already observed, the small head 
dress and enormous train characterise the 
more stately dame, while the large hat or bon- 
net, and shorter dress, distinguish the livelier 
girl. 

In entering upon a critical examination of 
female costume, and especially of that of the 
present day, it ought to be observed, that it 
acquired its general character soon after the 
beginning of the French Revolution, when the 
imitation of the Grecian models assumed great 
popularity. It was then that the former stiff 
and awkward dress was laid aside for one cf 
superior ease and gracefulness, agd more con- 
sonant to nature. In its general characteristics, 
that dress has continued till the present time ; 
and the chief point in which it has, at any 
period, varied, has been the elevation or de- 
pression of the waist. It has occasionally been 
high, low, or intermediately placed; and it 
is evident that the intermediate place is alone 
either natural or béebming. 

The investments of the whole figure which 
are most commonly used-are shawls or s€arts 

The shaw] is adapted only for tall and thin 
figures; but it admits of no very fine effects 
even for them, while it is ruinous to shorter 
and en-bon-point figures, however beautifully 
formed. 

The scarf is better adapted forall figures ; 
it corresponds exactly to the peplum of the 
ancien€ Grecian women, and it admits of the 
same expressive arrangements. 

A person having an oval face may wear a 
bonnet with wide front, exposing the lower 
part of the cheeks. One having a round tace 
should wear a closer front; and rf the jaw is 
wide, it may in appearance be diminished by 
bringing the corners of the bonnet sloping to 
the paint of the ehin. 
~ The Scottish bonnet seems to suit youth 
alone. (Jf a mixture of archness and of ingo- 
cence do not blend in the countenance which 
wears it, it gives a Theatrical and bold air. 

Hats always gives a masculine look; and 
those turned up before gives a pert air. 

A long neck may have the neck of the bon- 
net descending, the neck of the dress rising, 
and filling more or less of the intermediate 
space. A short neck should have the whole 
bonnet short and clese in the perpendicular 
direction, and the neck of the dress neither 
high nor wide.

Having spoken of the forms of cress, let us 
consider its colors. There is certainty nothing 
which contributes more to the appearance of 
un clegant female, than the taste display ed in 
the chuice of the colors of her dress.

In the composition of colors for dress, there 
aught to be one predominating colur, to which 
the rest should be subordinate. As painters

distinguished by one color, and the other by ano- 
ther. Whatever divides the attention, dimt- 
nishes the beauty of the object; and though 
cach part, taken separately, may appear beau- 
tiful, yet, as a whole, the effect is destroyed. 

§S¥ere each particular limb differently color- 
ed, the effect would be ridiculous. ** It is in 
this way,” observes Mr. Addison, ‘that moun- 
tebanks are dressed; and it never fails to pro- 
duce the effect that is intended by it, to ex- 
cite the mirth and ridicule of the common 
people.” 

The subordinate colors should bear a cer- 
tam relation to the ptedominating one; and 
they should be in harmony with each other. 

Predominating colors are best relieved by 
contrast ; but the contrast should not be so 
strong as to equal the color it is intended to 
relieve, for it then becomes opposition, which 
should always be avoided. Contrast, skilfully 
managed, gives force and lustre to the color 
relieved, while opposition destroys its effect. 

The choice of the predominating color will be 
indkcated chiefly by the complexion of the 
wearer.

own. In this state of confusion the fire-ships 
hooked to themselves all the Ottoman ves- 
they could reach, and the confla- 
eration was so terrible, that it was visible to 
distance at sea. It is rumoured 
upon good authority, that the Turks lost

MEXICO.— Address of his Excellenty, Gau- 
dalupe Victoria, President ofthe United States 
of Mexico, to the Sovereign Constituent Con- 
gress General, upon taking the oath required 
by the 11st article of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

Sin,—lI this day approach the sanctuary of 
the jaws, guided by a holy and religious re- 
spect for the will of my fellow citizens. 1am 
irresolute, fearing for the interests of my coun- 
try, and impressed with the many obligations f 
owe her; considering tliat the least deserving 
Mexican is called to the first and most impor- 
tant public charge of a great, illustrigus and 
generous people. 1 had the happiness of see- 
ing lberty established—of seeing the ultimate 
success and redemption of my country, Long 
since have I had in view the illustrious patriots, 
who, with their blood, their tylents, and their 
sufferings, broke the chain of three centuriés, 
thereby bringing into existence a heroic, na- 
tion, and leaving to posterity their name, and 
their example. These men ever followed the 
path of virtue—they were ever the objects of 
my veneration and regard, and I considered 
them entitled hy justice and gratitude to pre-

side over the Republic. Far from depreciat- 


ing the character of these heroes, whose great 
services secured them the love of their coun- 
try, I did justice to their merit, and admired 
their talents, so well calculated for admiration.

This sacred investure of power should have 
been to some more experienced subject, who 
would have consummated the great and im- 
mortal work of your wisdom. «1 cannot ex- 
press my gratitude toward the United States 
of Mexico; I have been meditating it ever 
since the hour in which [I was informed, that 
by the spontaneous suffrage of my fellow citi- 
zens, the great weight of public administra- 
tion rested upon my weak shoulders. Thus 
situated I have invoked the protection of the 
Eternal and Sovereign Dispenser of all good, 
that He might heap his blessings upon the 
great nation that has honored me with its con- 
fidence; that He might lea] me towards its 
aggrandisement through the paths of justce. 
Fathers of our country! depositories of the 
public favor! such are my sentiments in your 
august presence. The oath which [ shall this 
day pronounce, wil! ever be renewed before 
God, before man and posterity. However, I 
will represent to all my fellow citizens, that 
the barque of our state has to encounter a 
heavy and tempestuous sea—that the vigilance 
and strength of the pilot cannot overcome the 
fury of the winds, that her hull is not sound, 
end darkness not yet entirely removed from 
our northern star.—Dangers are mumerous, 
our circumstances precarious, and nothing but 
the wisdom and prudence of the representa- 
tives of the nation, aided by the Ruler of our 
destinies, can pilut our barque to the port of 
happiness. The great constitutional chart, the 
anchor of our hopes, defends the powers and 
guides the auxiharies of government.

Fatting Pigs:—\t is ascertained by experi- 
ment that a gaving of one half may be made 
in making corn meal into good thick mush in- 
stead of raw corn, as food for pigs. The re- 
sult is thus stated: “*The two pigs eating 
fourteen pounds of corn per day, had increas- 
ed seventeen pounds in sixteen days, The 
two eating seven pounds of cooked meal per | 
day, had increased twenty-four pounds in the 
same time.” 








We learn, says the Norfolk Beacon, from 
the supercargo of the schooner Rooksby, from 
Jeremie, (Hayti,) that, at the time of sailing, 
about 6th inst. the coloured emigrants from 
the United States, were in good health and 
spirits, perfectly contented with their recep- 
tion and the prospects presented to them by 
that government. A government vessel ar- 
rived at Jeremie from Port au Prince, on the 
30th November, with eighty of these emi- 
grants on board. 





Caracas papers to the 15th Dec. contain in- 
telligence from Bogota of the 6th October, 
confirming the account of the capture by the 
patriots of the Spanish ship of the line Asia, 
and other royalist vessels in the harbor of Cal- 
lao ; also the evacuation of Lima and its subse- 
quent occupation by the Peruvians. No later 
information had been received of Bolivar’s 
movements than the 27th August, at which 
period he was in the neighbourhood of Huanca, 
and was expected to enter it on that day. 





American Manufactures.— A piece of domestic 
broad cloth has been received at Washington, 
which is said to surpass any American cloth 
seen in that city, in softness of texture, and 
elegance of finish. It was manufactured by 
Messrs. Well & Co. of Steubenville, Ohio, and 
is entirely of American Wool. The manufac- 
tures have procured the use of the Rotunda of 
the Capitol at Washington to exhibit their 
manufactures. 





The New Jersey Legislature adjourned on 
Wednesday.—Both the Canal Bills have pass- 
ed, and become laws. The Morris, with a 
bank to the back of it, and the Delaware and 
Raritan to pay $100,000 for its charter. Pri- 
vate companiés are to construct both with re- 
servations of a certain amount of shares, to 
be subscribed or not, at the future option of 
the State.

A bill has been reported by Mr. Groves, 
authorising the appointment of commission- 
ets to investigate the causes of pauperism in 
the city and county of Philadelphia. This bill 
provides for the appointment of commission- 
ets by the Governor, who are to have power 
to compel the guardians of the poor, managers 
of the alms-house, county commissioners, di 
rectors of the public schools. and every other 
person whose duties have relation to the sub- 
ject, either to attend, or in writing give such 
information as they may possess, and on re 
fusing to doso, the district court are autho 
tised to issue an attachment against them. 
rhe commissioners are also to report state- 
ments of their proceedings, together with a 
plan for the further support and government 
if the poor, to the legislature. 

In the Senate, Mr. St. Clair, from the com- 
mittee on elections, reported a bill supple- 
mentary to the act regulating the genera! 
elections. The object of this bill is to suffer 
all young men, between the ages of twenty- 
one and twenty-two, whose fathers were qua 
ified voters, and whether living og not, to 
vote, although they may not have paid taxes, 
ind to give to any person, who is otherwise 
jualified, and has not been put on the assess- 
nent book at the time of the general assess 
ment, the privilege to become assessed at 
any time previous to the election, and the 
right of voting. 

The Philadelphia District Court bill has 
been postponed until the first Tuesday in 
January. This bill, and the election of United 
States’ senator, are the onl; subjects of genc- 
ral interest that have been agitated during 
the session. there are, however, alwaye an 
abundance of small matters to talk about. 

Jan. 4.—Yesterday the bill to incorporate 
-re Pennsylvama Fire Insurance Company, 
vas taken up in committee of the whole in 
-he House of Representatives, and all the 
original sections were agreed to, without any 
2pposition to its ptiticiptea, and very little to 
ts details. 

Mr. Hutter read a bill in his place, “ a fur- 
her supplement to the act laying a duty on 
retailers of foreign merchandize.” ‘This bill 
proposes that the county commisioners of 
«ach county shall divide the dealers into eight 
classes. 

Mr. Farrell read a bill in his place, “ an 
act for the protection of domestic manufac- 
turing establishments.” This bill provides 
that ne manufacturing establishment shall be 
sold by execution for less than three-fourths 
of its valuation by a disinterested jury of 
twelve men.
